i day a tall, sturdily- 

- built man with the 
lean, strong face of a 
Norseman, rose in his chair 
at a luncheon in Oslo, and 
said, “Right away. am 
ready to, go and save them.” 


So Roald Amundsen, most 
brilliant explorer of the 
Arctic and Antarctic, set 
out on his last journey. 


Two days before the Italian 
airship Norge Nobile, command- 
ed by Umberto Nobile, crashed 
on the ice while returning from 
the North Pole to Spitzbergen. 
Nobile and the main part of the 
crew were marooned on an ice 
floc, sheltering in a red tent sal- 
vageed from the wreckage of the 
ship's main cabin.

INCE Amundsen and Nobile 

had flown together over 
the North Pole in the Norge two 
years before, a bitter quarrel hid 
broken out between them, But, when 
Amundsen heard the appeal for help 
at that luncheon table, be forgot all 
personal differences and was ready 
to go wt once, 


He set off from Trosoe on June 18 
in a Latham seaplane, piloted by 
Frenchman, Coptatn Gulibaud, and 
accompanied by a crew of four, 


Amundsen, the man. who had so 
often {niled gloriously and succeed- 
ed magnificently, journeyed into the’ 
frozen North for the last ime, The 
regions of snow and ice which he had 
dared for years claimed him. Ife 
has never been heard of since, 


The irony is that the news that he 
wos missing arrived on the day 
Nobile, the man he set out to help, 
was found und rescued by the 
Swedish airmen, Captain Lundborg.

OALD AMUNDSEN was 56 
Two years before he had 
announced that his life work was 
completed. He had spent nearly 30

He was the first man to moke the 
North-West Passage by ship (the

Weeks went by, Expeditions in 
search of him were humpered by the 
fnct that the route Amundsen .tools 
wan not definitely known, He sald 
he intended flying to North East 
Lund, the west part of the Spitz- 
bergen yroup. 

First news came In August. A 
Qshing trawler, off the Northern 
count of Norway, pieked up a float 
which was Identified as part of 
Amundsen's machine. Examination 
showed that jt appeared to hnve been 
torn from the wing of the plane with 
terrific force, suggesting a crash on 
the ice, But hopes that Amundsen 
and his companions were not kilied 
were raised by the faet that the 
float had been repaired with a strip 
of copper, and there were signs of 
efforts having been made to fasten 
It more Armly to ihe wing, *

This heroic stery without an end- 
ing took another strange twist jn 
1991. After the Graf Zeppelin made 
Its Polar flight, the Russian metcoro- 
logist, Moitschanoff, developed some 
films he had taken, One picture 
talten over the southern part of 
Novaya Zemlya showed an aeroplane 
on a patch of half-melted snow, 

Again speculation on the fate of 
Amundsen. Was it his machine? 
Final examination of the enlarged 
photograph proved that the machine 
shown was a different type from that 
uscd by Amundsen. 

After that nothing... Stil, there 
are many to-day who believe that he 
may yet be allye. It would not be 
the firat time he disappeared into the 
icy waters for years at a time, but on 
those other occasions he had an or- 
ganised expedition and abundant 
food supplies, 

The discovery in 1930 of the re~ 
mains of Andree and his companions 
on White Istand, off North East Land, 
after a lapse of 33 years showed that 
the party had lived there for a con- 
stderable time. 

If any man knew how to support 
Jife in those regions of cternal snow 
and ice, it was Roald Amundsen. 

He made Polar exploration his 
life's work, He spent his whole for- 
tune on it. His reward for selent!~ 
fle services to the world was that he 
went bankrupt in 1925. ‘ 

Four months after he disappeared 
Into the Arctic to rescuc Nobile, it 
was announced that all his creditors 
would be patd in full, The sale of 
his medals helped to pay the debtors. 
Fifty-one medals were sold for £850, 
and the purchaser, Mr. Conrad Lan- 
guard, presented them. to Oslo Unt- 
versity. 

‘After the war it was estimated 
that Amundsen was worth £65,000. 
The Norwegian Government paid 
£28,000, but it was not sufficient to 
cover expenses of his Polar expedi- 
tlons, 

Amundsen said that the most 
humillating and tragic episoden of 
his career were when {friends bought, 
and presented him with, a house 
near Oslo, To his jJawyer before 
starting out on his last journey he 
sald, ‘Make me a free man.”

C. (for Philips), hod put forward 


the plen of “Guilty, but insane,” Dr,  Yellowlees said that Phillips 
wae suffering from Schizophrenin—a split and crumbling mind, 


He said that he would cortily him 
without Desitation as insane. The 
pseuse WAS marked by emotional in- 
difference, 

His attendance at Communion and 
at n church service the day after the 
crime was typical of this disense, and 
only a sufferer from It could have 
neted In that way. 


“ENJOYABLE DRIVE . 


Mr, Birkett read Ictters written by 
Phillips while in Brixton Prison ‘The 
lirst to hh parents rend: 


“The drive from Oxford to Brix- 
ton was quite enjoyable, do not 
like this place much yet compared 
with Oxford, 1 am in hospital 
here us bo was there. Tt is all so 
different from Oxford prison, Much 
feve to you all from John. PS ea! 
hope the dog proves ratisfactory. 


Dr. Yetlowtees suid that he thought 
the letters was completely conclusive, 
und that only a sufferer from this 
disense could have written it. 

The letter to Mr. Food, his fellow 
student, contalned this passage: 

“1 did nat ke Brixton Prison on 
Qrst acquaintance. I Hke It better 
now. I went to the chapel service 
bere. They have anly one 05 
agninst two at Oxford. The sarvice 
did not risc to great heights, the 
singing was not good, the preaching 
foir os far os {t went You arc 
allowed to write onc or two letters 
a day at the Government's expense. 
It Is only in prison one realises 
where the tax-pryers’ moncy KOCH. 
Dr. Yellowlees said that this letter 

showed in an amazing degrec the loss 
“of power of feeling, .It sometimes 
seemed intentional Mippancy or mere 
pruvado, but it wus shlmply inability 
to po to any depths where feelings 
were concerned, 

In the letter to another student, 
Mr. Jnck Marshall, Phillips wrote: 

“It Js dlMcult ta be trented if 
not regarded as n potential lunatic, 
Perhaps I shall be an actual onc 
before they have finished with me, 
It Is a merey Toam so fond of 
reading, as that is all Fo con do all 
day, They have o good Nbrary 
here, so I shall not be short of 
reading matter. In any case, I 
have the 66 books of the Bible 
und also a Greek New Testament. 
1 expect it is not often that they 
have prisoners to whom _ these 
Greek notes ure of interest.” 
Describing the visit which he paid 

to Phillips at Brixton Prison, Dr. 
Yellowlecs said: ~When Phillips cn- 
tered the visiting room I went for- 
ward to him with my ‘hand out and 
suid, ‘How do you do? You have 
got yourself ‘into a pretty bad mess, 
haven't you?’ His response was 4 
bland and rether humorous smile. 1 
sald, “Why' do you smilie?’ and he 
replied, ‘It Js rather an unconven- 
tional opering, is it not’?” 


“LIKE A CHILD" 


A man. who was within a few days 
of triat for his ‘life and who could 
speak with such nonchalance to a 
physician who might be the one 
person to help him must obviously 
be a man who wus completcly out 
‘of touch with the real facts of Jife. 

Onc of the poptlar theories about 
the disease, explaining the loss of 
power to focl, was attributed to‘the 
attitude to life of the patient from 
childhood, 

The patient was always looking for 
some casy way round 1 difficulty. He 
would go nto a filght of fancy ond 
solve the diMculty.in fantasy rather 
than in real Iife. 


Dr. Yellowlecs sald that he had had} 


experience of the disense in other 
people who had commited murder. 
In the last six months -« young 
woman who was apparently well, 
against his advice, was given a post 
on the staff of a home for children. 
One day, apparently from the blue 
. Bky, she took one .of the Inmates, 
an infant, and kilicd him. The young 
woman appeared at the Old Ballcy, 
but was found unfit to plicad. He 
had dingnosed ‘that case as schizo- 
phrenia disenso some months before, 
“Mr. Birkett; How would you de- 
scribe the ,attitude of the prisoner 
throughout that' first Interview you 
-had wikth-him?—lIt ocvurred to me at 
the time. when’ I Jeft him he was 
exactly comparable to: a child who 
has been brought in from his solltary 
Iny to Msten to polite conversation 
ina drawing-room of grown-ups. He 
was mildly bored. He was simply 
not. In the. slightest interested, snd

From Rangoon they are despatched 
by rail to Mandalay, and thence by 
the new highway to Yunnan and the 
interior of China. 

Nearly all of the German aoma- 
ments are finding thelr way Into 
China through third Powers or pri- 
vate merchants.

Unusual Test Case. 
In London 


London, May 26. 
The High Court of Mngland 
refused to recognise the Japan- 
ese contention that she is not at 


war with China. 

In an intercating test action to-day, 
Mr. Justice Goddard ruled that a 
stato of war existed between China 
and Japan, ond gave Judgment for 
the Bantham Sshippiog Company, 
Acfendants, in a caso in which the 
Jnapaneso shipping Iino, Kawasaki 
Kisen Katsha sought damages for 
the cancellation of the charter of the 
steamer Nailsea Meadow. 

The action was a sequel to arbitra- 
tion, in which the arbitrator also 
found for the Wantham Shipping 
Company, on the ground that the 
charter party permitted cancellation 
if war brake out involving Japan. 

The arbitrator decided that a Cull 
dress war wos in progress in Septem- 
ber, 1937, despite the absence of a 
declaration of war and the non- 
withdrawal of Ambassadors, Hence, 
subject to the opinion of the High 
Court, the Japanese charterers were 
not entitled to recover damages, 

The hearing was before Mr, Justice 
Goddard, Sir Stafford Cripps, K.C.. 
for the Japanese company, quoted 
the Forelgn Office opinion of Septem- 
ber last, when it was stated that the 
Government was not prepared to suy 
a state of war existed, 

In his judgment, Mr,  Justlec 
Goddard held that, the word “warl 
ln the charter party was used In the 
sense $n which It would be used by 
the ordinary commercial man, who 
would not go Into the niceties of 
International law, 

The arbitrator, Mr. Justice God- 
dard rules, was JustiNed in finding 
that a state of war did exist between 
China and Japan.—Reuler.

Interesting figures were released by 
Sir John Simon, during 


the Exchequer, 


to Treasury 


London, May 26. 
the Chancellor of 
the debate in the 


House of Commons, yesterday on the Finance Bill. 


In the United Kingdom only 
about 100,000 people were pay- 
ing the full rate of Gs. 6d. in the 
pound in income tax. 

These 100,000 people pay 
£265,000,000 income tax, or an 
average of £2,660 per annum 


each, 

‘Actually approximately half 
of the £265,000,000 wag con- 
‘tributed by 10,000 of the 100,- 
000 people. These 10,000 pay 
on an average £13,250 each 
per annum as contributions to 


the Exchequer. 

The debate was opened by Mr. 
A. V, Alexander who, for the 
Labour Opposition, reminded the 
Government that they had come 
into power in 1931 on the claim that 
they would safeguard the country’s 
finances by orthodox methods. 

Instend, he declared, they had in- 
creased the deadweight debt and had 
started a series of unbalanced budgets 
after absorbing for expenditure the 
Whole of the economics on the War 
Loan Conversion 0 cratlon. 

His erlticinin of the Finance Bill he 
based on a contrast he sought to draw 
between prolteering which he al- 
leged was taking place out of rearmn- 
ment, and from state subsidies on the 
one hand, and heavy indirect taxation 
on the other. 

The Chancellor of Exchequer, Sir 
Juhn Simon, In his reply rebutted 
the sugitestion that the burden of 
taxation was Incquitably d{stributed, 
bad” mentioned os a result of the 
graduated scale und allowances the 
only income-tax payers who suffered 
the full rate of 5s. 6a. in the pound 
svere those who fell in the Surtax 
class, nnd who numbered dnly about 
100,000. 

These 100,000, he estimated, pay 
£26,000,000 In taxation, while about 
halt of that sum was contributed by 
about 10,000 out of the 100,000, whose 
incomes exceeded £10,000. 

Coming to: the’ tuestion of a strict 
bnlaneing of the Budget and borrow- 
ing, Str Simon said he kept two 
propositions in mind in considering 
the right course to adopt. 

The first was that borrowing only 
postponed payment, and did not ob- 
viate it. The second was that the 
increased burdens they faced to-day 
In Britain were not Hkely to be re- 
duced quickly or substantlally. 

In these circumstances, he thought 
he was justified in following 
the middle course, but, ‘as he 
expected, he had been attacked from 
both sdies—by the financial purists 
and by those who thought he should 
have met the whole of the excep- 
tionally high expenditure on Defence. 


He claimed that the general good 
sense of the country as a whole ap- 
proved the middle course. He called 

fon to the fact that 
itica all over 
were not reproaching Britain with 
failing to pay thelr way, because they 
had used two resources—borrowing 
and taxation. These critics were 
much more impressed by the fact 
that the country was resolutely fac- 
Ing its burden without avoiding taxa- 
tion. : 


Answering Mr, Alexander's obser- 
vations on the debt the Chancclior 
pointed out that though there had 
been un increase In the deadweight 
debt of nearly £600,000,000 since 
1931, 42550,000,000 of it was due to 
the Exchange Equalisation Fund, 
and nearly all of it was supported by 
nssets. 


The Chancellor then made an an- 
nouncement on the relief to be 
afforded in respect of Atr Rald Pre- 
cautions, He sald Government would 
introduce Jegislation to secure that 
the annual values of properites 
should not be Increased for the pur- 
poses cither of Income tax or for 
rating, by renson of expenditure In- 
curred jn. structural alterations, ad-, 
ditions or improvements made solely 
for the purpose of protection In the 
event of alr raids, 


Turning to charges of Profitecring, 
Sir John Simon sald there was no: 
proof that there had been vast pro- 
{teerIng in armaments, nnd as soon 
as the armaments programme began

In conclusion, the Chancellor spoke 
of the stnggering increase of taxation 
ond expenditure over recent generi~ 
tions. A Budget of £1,000,000,000 
would have seemed incredible when 
he first entered the House of Com- 
mons In 1906. 


He recalled there had been only 
one Chancellor of the Exchequer In 
recent generations who had never 
produced a Budget. Lord Randolph 
Churchilf had resigned in December, 
1886, and thus did not open his 
Budget, becatsse he resisted the de- 
mands of Service Department total- 
ling £13,000,000, To-day, they were 
proposing to spend £343,000,000 in 
one year on Defence. . 

“But we will find this expenditure, 
for the sake of the defence of our 
native land, and for the security of 
the beliefs and convictions we hold. 

“We will spend this vast sum for 
the sake of liberty, which as it grows 
rare, grows dearer. For its precious 
liberty this country {s prepared to 
pay the price."—British Wireless.

CRUCIAL STAGE 
IN CAMPAIGN 


It is not too much to say that 
the next few days of warfare 
along the Lunghai Railway, in 
Honan, Anhwei, Shansi and 
Shantung, will probably disclose 
the fate of Hankow and perhaps 
determine the whole future of 
the Chinese plan of resistance. 
There can be very little question 
but that # really crucial period 
has arrived. That does not 
mean that a sweeping victory 
by one side or the other will 
have any decisive effect; for the 
campaign has developed into 
such proportions that only a 
series of major actions can have 
any great. influence upon the 
outeome. Japan unquestionably 
took a thorough beating at 
Taierehwang, but the defeat did 
not materially weaken the 
Japanese offensive — strength. 
China undoubtedly suffered a 
severe blow at Hsuchow, and yet 
the defensive power of Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek’s armies has 
not been very much depleted. 
China still has men and arms to 
fight a dozen Hsuchow battles. 
Nevertheless, the Japanese drive 
is bringing the invaders  peril- 
ously near the seat of Govern- 
ment at Hankow, Chengchow is 
looked upon as a key-point in 
the system of Hankow’s outer 
defences. If it falls Hankow is 
not directly menaced, but the 
rond has been cleared by the 
Japanese of one more obstruc- 
tion. 


It appears to be the Chinese 
strategy to lengthen the 
Japanese fighting line as much 
as possible. Latterly the re- 
treating armies .have been leav- 
ing strong forces inside the 
Japanese lines of action. These, 
it must be presumed, were deli- 
berately dropped to employ 
guerilla tactics against an 
enemy whose mechanical power 
and gun strength are so superior 
to China's. that they make any 
attempt at holding permanent 
positions not only costly but 
dangerous. For although the 
strong points may hold, the 
flanks more than often eave in, 
and the troops in the centre are 
in danger of complete isolation. 
But now, scattering powerful 
forees over a -vast ~territory, 
never attempting to hold a lind 
or a town against heavy bom- 
bardment, the Chinese are show- 
ing the benefit of their long and

So Roald Amundsen, most 
brilliant explorer of the 
Arctic and) Antaretic, set 
out on his last journey. 


Two days before the [talian 
airship Norge Nobile, command- 
ed by Umberto Nobile, crashed 
on the ice while returning from 
the North Pole to Spitzbergen. 
Nobile and the main part of the 
crew were marooned on an ice 
flog, sheltering in a red tent sal- 
vaged from the wreckage of the 
ship’s main cabin.

INCE Aunundsen and Nobile 

had flown together over 
North Pole in the Norge two 
years before, uw bitter quarrel had 
broken out between them, But, when 
Amundsen heard the vppeal for help 
ut that luncheon table, he forgot. all 
personal differences and was ready

He set off from Trosoe on June 18 
Ino Latham seaplane, piloted by a 
Frenchman, Captain Guilbaud, and 
accompanied by u crew of four.

It would not be 
the first time he disappeared into the 
icy waters for years at a time; Dut on 
these other occasions he had an or- 
ganised expedition and abundant 
food supplies. 7 

The discovery _ In 1930 of the re- 
mains of Andree ‘and his companions 
on White Island, off North Enst Land, 
after a lapse of 33 years showed that 
the party had lived there for a con- 
siderable time. 

If any man knew how to support 
life in those regions of eternal snow 
and ice, it was Roald Amundsen. 

He made Polar exploration his 
life’s work, He spent his whole for- 
tune on it, His, reward for scient!- 
fic services to the world was that he 
went bankrupt in 1925. 

Four months after he disappeared 
into the Arctic to rescuc Nobile, it 
was announced that all his creditors 
would be paid in full. The sale of 
hig medals helped to pay the debtors. 
Fifty-one medals were sold for £850, 
and the purchaser, Mr. Conrad Lan- 
gaard, presented them to Oslo Uni- 
versity. 

After the war it was estimated 
that Amundsen was worth £55,000. 
The Norwegian Government paid 
£28,000, but it was not sufficient to 
cover expenses of his Polar expedi- 
tions. 

Amundsen said

humillating and tragic episodes of © 


his career were when friends bought, 
and presented him with, a house 
nenr Oslo. To his lawyer before 
starting out on his Jast journey he 
sald, “Make me a free man.” 

Thus does the world treat a man 
who spends his life in its service ond 
docs not trouble to snatch its riches. 

There js a story about that house. 
Amundsen lived alone In it for some 
yenrs, doing his. »wn houseworl, 
washing and cooking, In the summer 
of -1928 some of his old companions 
eMied. Amundsen opencd the door 
and sald, “I am sorry I can entertain 
no guests, There Js no one except 
myself in the house.”
